JACOB  AXSON  EVANS,  son  of  James  Black  and  Jane  Elizabeth  ( Axson- 
Mikell)  Evans,  was  born  at  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  March  7.  1858,  and  died 
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in  Memphis,  Tennessee,  at  his  home,  90  East  Parkway  North,  January  18,  1931. 
As  his  father  died  before  he  was  born,  and  his  mother  when  he  was  only  seven 
years  old,  he  was  cared  for  by  his  half-sister,  Mrs.  Jenkins  Murray  Mikell 
Black,  of  Charleston.  He  went  to  work  at  the  age  of  fourteen  in  the  offices  of 
former  Confederate  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  A.  Trenholme  &  Son,  Charleston, 
cotton  merchants,  and  was  always  thereafter  identified  with  the  cotton  industry. 
When  he  was  nineteen,  he  went  to  Norfolk,  Virginia,  and  in  1886  removed  his 
residence  to  Memphis,  Tennessee,  where  he  formed  a  partnership  under  the 
name  of  Farnsworth  &  Evans,  which  for  many  years  handled  forty  per  cent,  of 
all  cotton  brought  into  the  Memphis  market.  He  had  many  other  important 
financial  connections.  For  recreation,  he  raised  blooded  live  stock  on  his  model 
farm,  known  as  the  Axonia  Stock  Farm,  and  diversified  crops,  cattle,  hogs  and 
cotton,  on  a  one  thousand  two  hundred-acre  farm  in  DeSoto  County,  Mississippi. 
He  was  for  years  a  prominent  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and 
belonged  to  the  City  Club  and  the  Memphis  Country  Club.  He  was  prime  mover 
in  the  building  of  St.  Mary’s  Episcopal  Cathedral,  Memphis,  Tennessee,  of  which 
he  was  treasurer  and  junior  warden.  Two  beautiful  memorial  windows  in  that 
church  commemorate  his  two  children.  The  plaque  below  them  reads :

GEORGE  HILLS  or  HILLES,  the  first  of  this  branch  of  whom  definite 
record  is  found,  is  believed  by  family  genealogists  to  have  been  a  descendant  of 
John  Hilles,  of  Aldington,  Kent,  who  was  Keeper  of  the  Park  of  Aldington. 
George  Hills  or  Hilles  was  a  linendraper.  Not  later  than  March  i,  1632,  the 
family  moved  to  Maldon,  also  in  Essex.

JOSEPH  HILLS,  son  of  George  and  Mary  (Symonds)  Hills,  was  baptized 
in  the  parish  of  Great  Burstead,  Billericay,  Essex,  England,  March  3,  1602,  and 
died  at  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  February  5,  1688.  In  his  will  he  named  his 
wife  Ann,  sons  Samuel  and  Gershom,  daughter  Hannah,  grandchildren  Hannah 
and  Elizabeth  Blanchard.  He  spelled  his  name  “Hills,”  although  in  the  baptis¬ 
mal  records  of  himself  and  of  those  of  his  brothers  and  sisters  who  were  born 
before  1607,  it  is  written  “Hilles.”  The  entries  of  the  births  of  his  sister  Rebecca, 
and  subsequent  brothers  and  sisters,  give  the  name  as  “Hills.” 

In  1638  Joseph  Hills  was  the  “undertaker”  of  the  voyage  of  the  ship  “Susan 
and  Ellen,”  which  arrived  July  17  of  that  year  at  Boston.  He  settled  first  at 
Charlestown,  near  Boston,  in  a  locality  which  has  since  become  the  city  of  Mal¬ 
den.  He  was  selectman  of  the  town  in  1644,  and  in  1646  represented  it  in  the 
General  Court.  Reelected  in  1647,  he  was  chosen  Speaker  of  its  House  of 
Deputies.  He  was  captain  of  the  trainband,  and  was  Malden’s  first  deputy,  and 
its  only  representative  until  after  1664.  In  1665  he  removed  to  Newbury  on  the 
Merrimac  River. 

In  1645  he  was  the  first  man  on  a  committee  “to  set  out  lots  to  the  settlers 
of  Nashaway  plantacon”;  and  in  1648  he  was  first  of  a  committee  of  four  to 
change  the  location  of  the  highway  “between  Winnesemet  and  Redding.”  In 
1650  he  was  second  of  a  committee,  of  which  the  Governor  was  chairman,  to 
draw  up  instructions  for  the  Massachusetts  delegates  to  a  gathering  where  “the 
commissioners  of  all  the  collonjes  shall  meete.”  In  1653  he  was  one  of  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  six  to  consider  the  question  “if  the  Vnited  Collonjes  haue  power  by  the 
artickles  of  Agreement  ....  to  ingage  the  Collonjes.”  ....  “in  warre.”  In 
1654,  with  Captains  Hawthorne  and  Johnson,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  Colony, 
he  was  appointed  to  frame  a  reply  to  the  home  government,  which  had  demanded 
explanation  of  certain  acts.  Three  times,  in  1650,  1653  and  1661,  he  was  on 
committees  to  audit  the  treasury  accounts;  but  his  greatest  public  service  was 
as  leading  man  of  the  committee  that  in  1648  reported  to  the  General  Court  the 
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first  codification  of  the  laws  of  the  Colony.  He  is  said  to  have  been  the  actual 
compiler  of  the  laws,  to  have  prepared  the  copy  for  the  press,  and  supervised 
their  printing.  He  received  payment  in  money  from  the  Colony,  and  also  a 
grant  of  five  hundred  acres  of  land  on  the  Nashua  River,  now  a  part  of  Southern 
New  Hampshire,  and  the  remission  of  his  taxes  in  his  old  age. 

He  lost  his  eyesight  about  1678.

WILLIAM  STICKNEY,  first  American  settler,  probably  was  baptized  in 
St.  Mary’s  Church,  Frampton,  Lincolnshire,  England,  September  6,  1592,  the 
son  of  William  Stickney,  of  Frampton,  who  was  baptized  December  30,  1558, 
and  married,  June  16,  1585,  Margaret  Peirson,  and  grandson  of  Robert  Stickney, 
of  Frampton,  who  made  his  will  October  3  and  was  buried  October  18,  1582. 
William  Stickney  was  buried  at  Rowley,  Massachusetts,  January  25,  1664-65. 
His  will,  dated  January  21,  1664,  and  proved  March  28,  1665,  mentions  his  wife 
Elizabeth,  his  sons  Samuel,  Amos,  John,  Andrew  and  Thomas,  and  daughters 
Mary,  Faith  and  Mercy. 

He  came  to  America  about  1637.  On  11  mo.,  6,  1638,  “William  Stickney, 
a  husbandman,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,”  were  admitted  to  the  First  Church  in 
Boston.  On  9  mo.,  24,  1639,  he  was  “dismissed,” — that  is,  permitted  to  trans¬ 
fer  his  membership  to  a  church  at  Rowley,  Massachusetts.  He  and  his  wife, 
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and  three  children,  Samuel,  Amos  and  Mary,  were  among-  the  original  settlers 
of  Rowley.  A  lot  on  Wethersfield  Street  containing  an  acre  and  a  half,  was  laid 
out  for  him,  and  he  built  a  house  on  the  corner  of  Wethersfield  and  Bradford 
streets. 

He  was  admitted  a  freeman  October  7,  1640.  In  1652  he  was  a  member 
of  an  important  committee  to  draw  up  a  “covenant  of  agreement”  between  the 
town  of  Rowley  and  the  first  settlers  of  the  Merrimack  lands,  now  Bradford.  He 
was  clerk  of  the  market,  and  on  jury  of  trials  in  1653,  selectman  in  1656  and 
1661 ;  also  in  1661  styled  “Lieutenant.”  He  was  granted  considerable  land  in 
Rowley.  He  brought  with  him  from  England  a  first  edition  of  the  King  James 
Bible,  which  is  still  in  the  possession  of  descendants.

SAMUEL  (1)  STICKNEY,  son  of  William  and  Elizabeth  Stickney,  was 
born  in  England  in  1633  and  died  in  Bradford,  Massachusetts,  in  1709. 
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He  came  with  his  father  first  to  Boston,  thence  to  Rowley,  and  lived  with 
him  until  he  was  twenty-one.  He  acquired  land  and  a  house  in  Rowley  and  lived 
there  until  1669-70,  when  he  moved  to  the  Merrimack  lands,  later  called  Bradford. 

He  was  poundkeeper  of  Rowley,  1662-67;  selectman  of  Bradford,  1671,  81, 
82,  89,  91,  93,  94  and  95;  constable  in  1676;  took  the  “Oath  of  Fidelity”  in 
Bradford  December  16,  1678,  and  the  “Oath  of  Allegiance”  at  Ipswich,  Decem¬ 
ber  10  of  the  same  year;  took  the  “Freeman’s  Oath”  October  11,  1682.  Decem¬ 
ber  27,  1682,  he  was  one  of  eighteen  men  who  organized  a  church  in  Bradford. 
He  was  a  surveyor  of  highways  and  fences,  1684,  1692,  1707-08.  In  1689-90 
he  was  a  representative  from  Bradford,  and  was  one  of  those  who  met  to 
choose  a  delegate  to  meet  at  Boston  after  the  termination  of  Governor  Andros’ 
administration. 

He  is  styled  “Lieutenant”  on  the  Bradford  records  in  1691.  He  was  grand 
juryman  April  13,  1697,  and  on  jury  of  trials  1701-08,  and  was  appointed 
tythingman  in  1704. 

He  married  (first),  in  Rowley,  2.18.1653,  Julian  or  Julia  or  Susan  Swan 
(Swan  II);  and  (second),  in  Bradford,  April  6,  1674,  Prudence  (Leaver) 
Gage,  who  died  in  Bradford,  October  26,  1716,  aged  seventy-two.

SAMUEL  (2)  STICKNEY,  son  of  Samuel  and  Julian  or  Julia  or  Susan 
(Swan)  Stickney,  was  born  in  Rowley,  2.5.1663,  baptized  there  April  4,  1675, 
and  died  in  Bradford,  December  30,  1714. 

In  1684  he  was  chosen  one  of  the  town  committee  to  meet  with  John  Perle 
and  Richard  Whomes  “about  setting  up  a  corn-mill  in  Bradford.”  He  was 
selectman  in  1686,  87,  89,  96,  1701-03;  assessor  in  1694;  constable  in  1699;

SAMUEL  (3)  STICKNEY,  son  of  Samuel  (2)  and  Mary  (Haseltine  or 
Heseltine)  Stickney,  was  born  in  Bradford,  August  24,  1701,  and  died  there 
December  29,  1783.  His  will,  dated  August  21,  1783,  named  his  daughter  Doro¬ 
thy,  wife  of  Eben  Kezer;  daughter  Sarah,  widow  of  Jed'h  Barker;  daughter 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  Joseph  Hills;  daughter  Abigail,  wife  of  Joseph  Kimball;  and 
daughter  Hannah,  wife  of  Thomas  Tenney. 

Samuel  (3)  Stickney  was  one  of  the  company  of  eighty-seven  men  raised 
by  Captain  John  Lovewell  and  mustered  at  Dunstable  January  29,  1725.  Their 
destination  was  Pigwacket,  now  Fryeburg,  Maine.  They  came  upon  a  trail  of 
Indians,  February  20,  and  discovered  ten  asleep  and  killed  them  all.  They 
returned  to  Dover  and  thence  to  Boston,  with  ten  scalps  on  poles,  and  received  a 
bounty  of  £100  for  each  out  of  the  public  treasury. 

Samuel  Stickney  was  admitted  a  member  of  the  Second  Church  in  Brad¬ 
ford,  January  7,  1728.  His  wife  Susannah  was  admitted  April  17,  1743.  On 
November  29,  1742,  he  was  chosen  by  the  church  to  assist  the  pastor  and  deacons 
in  cases  of  discipline.  He  was  appointed  by  the  town  of  Bradford  as  one  of  a 
committee  to  take  the  value  of  the  livings  throughout  the  town,  in  1727;  and  was 
fenceviewer  in  1735  and  1760;  surveyor  in  1736,  38,  48  and  63;  constable  in 
x739 ;  an<3  tythingman  in  1740,  41,  45,  46,  61  and  64.  He  was  of  the  Second 
Foot  Company  of  Bradford  in  1757.  He  bought  from  some  of  his  brothers  and 
sisters  their  portions  of  his  father’s  estate,  and  acquired  other  land. 

He  married  (first),  April  22,  1729,  Elizabeth  Hardy,  daughter  of  Jacob 
and  Sarah  (Clark)  Hardy,  who  was  born  March  11,  1707,  and  died  May  11, 
1737;  and  (second),  June  3,  1742,  Susannah  Johnson,  who  died  July  28,  1776.

From  this 
same  Christen-name  Emery  the  surname  comes,  namely, 
the  “son  of  Emery.”

JOHN  EMERY,  founder  of  the  family  in  America,  was  a  son  of  John  and 
Agnes  Emery,  of  the  town  of  Romsey,  in  the  county  of  Hants.  He  was  born 
there  September  29,  1598,  and  died  in  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  November  3, 
1683,  leaving  an  estate  of  £263  ns.,  according  to  the  inventory.  He  was  thirty- 
seven  years  of  age  when  he  came  to  the  New  England  colonies,  sailing  from 
Southampton,  April  3,  1635,  on  the  good  ship  “James”  of  London,  under  the 
command  of  William  Cooper,  master.  John  Emery  was  accompanied  by  his 
wife  and  two  or  three  children,  and  also  by  his  brother  Anthony,  with  his  fam¬ 
ily.  He  landed  in  Boston,  Massachusetts,  June  3,  1635,  and  shortly  afterwards 
went  to  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  where  his  father  had  been  granted  half  an  acre 
for  a  house-lot.  On  December  22,  1637,  he  was  fined  by  the  town  twenty  shillings 
for  enclosing  ground  not  laid  out  or  owned  by  the  town,  contrary  to  a  town 
order,  but  on  February  1,  1638,  this  same  area  was  granted  to  him.  On  June 
2,  1641,  he  was  made  a  freeman  of  the  Colony,  and  recorded  as  one  of  the  ninety- 
one  freeholders  of  the  town,  December  2  of  the  following  year.  In  1642  he  was 
appointed  with  three  of  his  fellow-colonists  to  make  a  valuation  of  the  town, 
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this  being-  for  the  purpose  of  proportioning  each  man’s  share  in  the  new  division. 
On  March  16,  1663,  he  was  “Presented  to  the  Court”  at  Ipswich  for  entertain¬ 
ing  travelers  and  Quakers,  and  later  was  fined  four  pounds,  costs  and  fees.  The 
evidence  in  the  case  was  that  “ye  two  men  Quakers  wr  entertained  very 
kindly  to  bed  and  table  and  John  Emmerie  shok  ym  by  ye  hand  and  bid  ym  wel¬ 
come.”  The  witness  also  heard  “John  Emmerie”  and  his  wife  say  that  he  had 
entertained  Quakers  and  that  he  would  not  put  them  from  the  house,  and  fur¬ 
thermore  that  he  had  used  argument  to  prove  the  lawfulness  of  it.  In  the  case 
of  Lieutenant  Robert  Pike  he  was  one  of  those  who  refused  to  recognize  the 
authority  of  the  court  to  deprive  him  and  his  neighbors  of  the  right  of  petition. 
He  was  the  owner  of  considerable  real  estate,  having  been  granted  twenty-two 
acres  of  land,  April  10,  1644,  this  property  being  situated  in  what  was  known  as 
the  great  field  beyond  the  new  town.  In  1661  he  was  a  selectman,  in  1 666  a 
fenceviewer,  and  in  the  same  year  was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Jury.  He  was  on 
the  jury  at  trial  in  1672,  and  was  appointed  to  carry  votes  to  Salem  in  1676. 

John  Emery  married  (first),  in  England,  Mary,  whose  surname  has  not  been 
found,  who  died  in  Newbury  in  April,  1649;  an^  (second),  October  29,  1650, 
Mary  (Shatswell)  Webster,  widow  of  John  Webster,  of  Ipswich.  She  died

JOHN  EMERY,  JR.,  son  of  John  and  Mary  Emery,  was  born  in  England, 
about  1628,  and  made  his  will  August  3,  1693. 

He  came  with  his  father  to  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  in  1635.  He  was 
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selectman  in  167073;  served  on  jury  of  trials  in  1675-76.  Also  in  1675-76  he 
was  chosen  to  carry  votes  to  Salem,  and  was  selected  to  serve  on  jury  trials  in 
Ipswich.  He  was  tythingman  in  1679  and  hay- warden  in  the  same  year.  In 
1642  he  had  laid  out  to  him  fourscore  acres  over  the  Artichoke  or  Raspberry

Emery,  Sr.,  and  by  him  given  to  his  son  “in  consideration  of  love  and  affection.” 
John  Emery,  Jr.,  is  styled  sergeant  on  the  records.  He  was  made  freeman  May 
30,  1660.

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ARIOLJS  changes  in  spelling  and  form  have  occurred 
throughout  the  centuries  in  the  surname  “Wheeler,”  dat¬ 
ing  from  its  introduction  in  the  eighth  century.  In  the 
Domesday  Book,  the  name  appears  as  “Weleret,”  the 
bearer  of  the  name  being  recorded  as  “a  landholder.” 
Hugh  le  Welere  is  mentioned  in  the  Hundred  Rolls  in 
1273,  and  Richard  “le  Whelere”  on  the  Close  Rolls  in 
1348.  The  origin  is  sometimes  assigned  as  wheeler  or  maker  of  wheels,  but  the 
spelling  Wheeler  does  not  appear  until  a  date  later  than  is  usual  for  the  occupa¬ 
tional  surname.  An  early  spelling  is  evidently  a  compound  of  the  two  Anglo- 
Saxon  words  “Wei”  or  “Weil,”  meaning  prosperous  or  fortunate,  from  which 
derivation  the  modern  word  wealth  may  be  traced;  and  “hari”  or  “heri,”  a  war¬ 
rior,  a  root  traceable  in  the  modern  word  “hero.”  Therefore,  a  very  logical 
meaning  may  be  assigned  to  the  name,  that  of  “the  lucky  warrior,”  or  “the  pros¬ 
perous  hero.”

“son  William  in  case  he  shall  come  over  into  this  country,”  his  daughter  Eliza¬ 
beth  Button,  his  daughter  Anne  Chase,  daughter  Mercy,  daughter-in-law  Susanne 
Wheeler,  children  of  his  son  George,  children  of  his  son  Roger,  children  of  his 
daughter  Elizabeth,  and  his  son  Henry  Wheeler. 

He  came  to  America  in  the  ship  “Mary  and  John,”  in  1634,  bringing  his 
wife  and  six  children  and  leaving  four  sons  in  England.

The 
following  year  he  removed  to  the  settlement  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Merrimac 
River,  which  was  called  Salisbury  after  1640,  and  as  one  of  its  original  proprie¬ 
tors,  he  received  land  there  in  1641,  which  he  still  held  and  paid  taxes  on  as  late 
as  1652,  notwithstanding  he  had  removed  to  Newbury  before  1650.  He  is  also 
said  to  have  been  in  Hampton,  New  Hampshire,  soon  after  the  settlement  of 
that  town.

Bardsley 
tells  us  there  were  four  Heseltines  in  London,  but  is  unable 
to  give  the  exact  date.  Adam  and  William  de  Haseldene 
are  in  Kirby’s  Quest,  Somersetshire,  in  1327;  and  Willelmus  de  Hesledeyn  is 
listed  in  the  Poll  Tax  of  Yorkshire,  in  1379.

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1643  Robert  had  a  two-acre  house-lot.  He  moved  in  1649  to  that  part  of  Row- 
ley  then  called  “Merrimack/’  later  Bradford,  and  was  one  of  the  first  three  set¬ 
tlers  there.

He  died  prior  to  March  19,  1632-33,  on  which  date  administration  on  his 
estate  was  granted  to  his  daughters. 

He  married  Isabel  (Watson)  Ellithorpe,  who  was  buried  in  Holme,  June 
25,  1634,  leaving  a  will  in  which  she  mentioned  her  two  daughters.

CONSTANCE  BRIGHAM,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Isabel  (Watson- 
Ellithorpe)  Brigham,  was  born  at  Holme-on-Spalding-Moor,  Yorkshire,  Eng¬ 
land,  about  1602,  and  was  buried  in  Rowley,  Massachusetts,  January  25,  1683- 
1684.  She  had  an  acre-and-a-half  house-lot  in  Rowley  in  1643.  It  is  probable 
she  came  to  America  with  the  company  of  the  Rev.  Ezekiel  Rogers,  bringing  her 
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three  daughters.  In  a  letter  dated  4.3.1674,  to  the  Court  at  Ipswich,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  she  mentioned  Thomas  Longhorne,  of  Cambridge,  as  uncle  of  her  grand¬ 
child,  the  “orphan  Sarah  Longhorne.” 

She  married,  in  England,  Robert  Crosby,  who  died  before  she  came  to 
Massachusetts.

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SWAN  ARMS 

Arms — Azure,  three  swans  argent,  a  chief  or. 

Crest — A  cockatrice’s  head  erased  proper,  ducally  gorged,  ringed,  and  lined 
argent.  (Burke:  General  Armory.) 
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WAN,  in  its  origin  as  a  surname,  had  three  possible  deriva¬ 
tions  :  from  the  baptismal  name  “the  son  of  Swan” ;  from 
a  nickname  “the  Swan”;  or,  even  more  probably,  from 
residence  “at  the  Swan,”  an  early  sign-name.  The  name 
is  found  with  such  variations  as  Swann,  Swanne  and 
Swanson.  The  Swan  family  has  an  ancient  lineage  in 
England,  some  of  the  names  being  on  record  as  early  as 
1273  in  the  counties  of  Cambridge  and  Lincoln.  Branches  also  spread  into  the 
counties  of  York,  Kent,  and  into  some  parts  of  Ireland  and  Scotland.

RICHARD  SWAN  was  born  in  England  and  came  to  America  in  January, 
1638,  where  he  died  in  Rowley,  Massachusetts,  and  was  buried  May  14,  1678. 
His  will  was  dated  1678.  On  arriving  in  America  he  settled  at  Boston,  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  and  became  a  member  of  the  church  there  on  June  6,  1639.  On  “the 
26th  of  the  9th  month,  1639,”  he,  with  others,  was  “dismissed”  from  that  church 
to  “the  gathering  of  a  church  at  Rowley.”  On  May  13  of  the  same  year  he  was 
made  a  freeman,  and  began  to  take  active  part  in  the  town’s  affairs.  He  was 
selectman  for  many  years,  constable  and  town  marshal  in  1664,  a  deputy  in 
1667,  representative  to  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  from  1666  to  1677, 
and  served  at  various  times  on  committees  to  decide  the  boundary  lines  between 
Rowley  and  other  towns.  He  served  in  King  Philip’s  War,  and  in  an  expedition 
to  Canada. 
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He  married  (first)  Ann,  whose  surname  has  not  been  found,  who  was 
buried  April  4,  1658;  and  (second),  Mrs.  Ann  Trumbull,  widow  of  John 
Trumbull.

Arms — Azure,  on  a  bend  argent  cotised  or,  between  two  demi-lions  rampant 
ermine,  a  rose  gules  between  two  boars’  heads  couped  sable. 

Crest — A  dragon’s  head  couped  reguardant  quarterly  per  fesse  embattled  or  and 
vert,  flames  issuing  from  mouth.

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,  as  a  surname,  was  derived  from  the  occupation 
“the  webster,”  a  weaver.  The  following  lines  appear  to 
imply  a  difference  between  the  webster  and  the  weaver, 
according  to  the  material  wrought : 

Baksteres  and  brewesteres, 

And  bochiers  manye, 

Wollen  webbesters, 

And  weveres  of  lynnen. 

—Piers  Plowman,  i,  14. 

As  early  as  1273  the  name  appears  with  the  recording  of  John  le  Webestere, 
in  County  Norfolk.  Later,  in  1379,  Robertus  Webester  appears  in  the  records 
of  County  York.

JOHN  WEBSTER,  immigrant  ancestor,  was  born  in  England,  probably 
in  County  Suffolk,  and  died  at  Ipswich,  Massachusetts,  in  1646.  He  came  from 
Ipswich,  County  Suffolk,  England,  in  1634,  and  became  a  proprietor  and  resident 
of  the  town  of  Ipswich,  Massachusetts,  that  same  year.  He  was  a  freeman  in 
Boston,  May  4,  1635,  and  appears  to  be  the  same  John  Webster,  baker  by  trade, 
who  was  admitted  an  inhabitant  of  Salem,  Massachusetts,  in  1637,  who  was 
witness  in  Essex  Court  in  1639  and  applied  for  land  at  the  Creek  in  1642.  The 
family  removed  from  Ipswich  to  Newbury.  On  February  28,  1644-45,  he  was 
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admitted  a  commoner  in  Ipswich  by  vote  of  the  town.  Administration  was 
granted  to  John  Webster’s  widow,  Mary,  November  4,  1646,  and  later,  at  her 
desire,  division  was  made  to  the  eight  minor  children :  to  the  eldest  son,  John,  the 
farm,  he  paying  to  the  youngest  son  five  pounds,  or  a  quarter  of  the  value  of  the 
farm;  Mary,  Stephen  and  Hannah  to  have  equal  share  in  the  island  bought  of 
Widow  Andrews;  Elizabeth,  Abigail  and  Israel  to  have  twenty  nobles  apiece; 
all  at  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

John  Webster  married  Mary  Shatswell  or  Satchwell,  sister  of  John  Shats- 
well,  who  remembered  her  in  his  will.  She  married  (second),  October  29, 
1650,  John  Emery,  Sr.,  of  Newbury.  She  died  at  Newbury,  April  28,  1694.

April  25,  1694;  married,  June  30,  1673,  Mary  Hazeltine  (or  Hasel- 
tine  or  Heseltine)  daughter  of  John  and  Joan  (Auter  or  Anter) 
Hazeltine.  She  was  born  at  Rowley,  Massachusetts,  December  7, 
1648,  and  died  at  Bradford,  March  27,  1735.
